The vote on articles 1 and 2 was 
29 to 18, a bare two-thirds majority. 
The former article charges that the 
governor faisilied his statement of 
campaign expenses; the latter that he 
committed perjury in so dotng,. 

In Favor of Governor 

The vote on article 3, which 
charges that the governor bribed wit- 
nesses to withhold testimony from the 
Frawley investigating committee, was 
unanimous in favor of the governor. 

The vote on article 4 was 43 to 14, 
six members changing votes on 
articles 1 and 2 from “not guilty’ to 
“guilty,” and two from “guilty” to 
“not guilty.” This article charges 
that the governor suppressed evidence 
by means of threats to keep witnesses 
from testifying vetore the Frawley 
committee, Among these was Duncan 
W. Peck, State Supt. of Public Works, 
who testified at the trial that the gov- 
ernor had asked him to commit per- 
jury. 

The secret informal vote to remove 


the governor was said to be 43 to 14, 
the same as @rticle 4, and the vote 
not to disqualify him was said to be 
unanimous. 
Not Guilty of Larceny 
Article 6, which charges the gov- 
ernor with having committed larceny 


in speculating with his campaign con- 
tributions, was said not to have been

Mayor Short Explains. 

Mayor Short said his original en- 
deavor was only to serve the business 
interests of the city, and went fully 
into the history of the matter so as 


he said, to “clear up the air.” Last 
year, he went op, an attempt was 
made to redesignate the streets on 


the South Side, and to leave the North 
Side streets untouched, but the South 
Side people refused to countenance 
such a proceeding, claiming that the 
whole city should be redesignated, o1 
nothing done at all, The business 
men on the South Side had found the 
quadrant system intolerable, and an 
added cost to the merchants in the 
matter of deliveries, A public meet- 
ing on the South Side considered two 
schemes——the numerical system = en- 
tirely, and a mixture of numerals and 
names—and the numerical system 
was ultimately decided upon, 
Had Consulted Retailers,
